The normal size of 
the creek is not given but the bacte- 
rial results for a period of twelve 
months show the maximum to have 
been 2,350,000 bacteria per cubic

Without entering into the detail, 
it may de said that the plant con- 
sists of pumps, a canal, now part of 
the sedimentation system, 3 pairs of 
settling basins and mechanie¢al fi}- 
ters. From these latter the treated 
water flows into the clear-water well 
and from thence it is supplied to the 
stock yards. 

Consequent upon the close and in 
telligent oversight maintained, vari- 
ous changes have been made both in 
operation of the plant and in the 
chemicals used in the treatment of 
the water.

Too Much credit cannot be given 
to Mr. C. A, Jennings for this 
practical demonstration of how water 
stronglp polluted with sewage may 
be converied into potable water of a 
high qualty. The reported stotes it 
was drunk by himself and his assist- 
ants in preference to the city water, 
and he significantiy adds, ‘‘There 
has never been a single case of sick- 
ness or intestinal disorder caused by 
doing so,.’’ 

Undoubtedly, municipalities hay- 
ing water supplies liable to con- 
amination by sewage have much to 
learn from this interesting work and 
they certainly can have no excuse 
hereafter for serving out to the 


public a sewage-polluted water.

Thriving 


‘*Since January Ist., up to the 
present time, there has been over 
20,000 more head of live stock ship- 
ped out of Alberta than was the case 
during the same period last year,’’ 
said Mr. H.C. McMullen, general 
live stock agent for the C. P. R., 
this morning.

the shipment for export 


this year compared with a few years 
ago, still the shipments from here 
to points on the Pacific coat and to 
Winnipeg, Toronto and Montreal 
will more than offset the decrease in 
the export trade. The reason why 
the export trade has fallen off during 
the last year or so, is because the 
home consumption has rapidlp in- 
creased, namely at the coast and 
eastern points. Also the demand 
for butchers and feeding meats and 
live stock generally has increased to 
an extent of late years that if it were 
not for the largely uncreased bulk 
of live stock raised in Alberta, it 
would be exceedingly hard to make 
shipments to outside points, 

‘The shipment of hogs is the on- 
ly shipment of live stock from 
Alberta to outside points that is on 
the decrease. This is owing to the 
increasd demand for pork and hams 
in the home province. The horses, 
cattle and sheep markets al¥ quite in 
sympathy with one another, though 


the provincial demand for horses 
has increased of late years more 
than either sheep or cattle.

Recent Graduate of Y'ycliffe, Who 


Goes to the Church’ of the Ascen- | 


sion, Taronto, Opened His Minis- 
terial Career In an Unpromising 
Field and Made a Thriving Parish 
of It—Popular as a Student. 


Rev. J. E. Gibson, M.A., who has 
just been appointed by Bishop 
Sweeney as rector of the Church of the 
Ascension in Toronto, is a native of 


North York who received his early 
educational training at Newmarket 
High School and: aft.. teaching for 


some time entered Wycliffe College in 
1902 for the study of theology, regia- 
tering at the same time as a student 
in arts of Toronto University. While 
in these institutions our subject show- 
ed himself a fivent and ready speaker 
and an excellent debater. He was 
one of the coli: ze debaters who in 
1906 won the Inter-Collegiate Debating 
Trophy for Wyclifie College. During 
his vacations his student life was 
spent chiefly in missionary and paro- 
chial work in the West. As a stu- 
dent he was amongst the leaders, tak- 
ing a prominent position in the var- 
fous college and university societies 
and on the campus.

It may be recalled that thea- 
tre night of that year stands as one 
of the few student demonstrations en- 
tirely free from press censure, and 
commended for 2 complete absence 
of rough conduct. 
The selection of Rev. Mr. Gibson for 
the honorable nosition to which he 
has just been called was largely on 
account of his reputation as a stren- 
uous worker both in the study and 
among men, Tht accomplishments of 
his final year at college furnish an 
example of this qualification. In that 
year he wrote for his deacon’s orders 
in December and took primary honors 
in reading the gospel at ordination. 
In March he presented his thesis for 
his M.A. degree and won this distine- 
tion with honors. His final examina- 
tions in theology were written in 
April, and in May. he wrote the final 
examination for priests’ Orders, being 
ordained to the priesthood in June of 
that year. Besides these distinctly 
academic duties Mr. Gibson was prom- 
juent in several undergraduate organ- 
izations and was director of the Angli- 
can Club, an association which flour- 
ished for a few years in the univer- 
sity and gathered together many of 
.the more ardent spirits of that com- 
munion. In 190 he was appointed by 
the late Archbishon Sweetman to the 
charge at Lloydstown, which was 
then looked upon: as one of the least 
desirable 4n the diocese. After three 
years hard work, Rev. Mr. Gibson 
placed it on a different basis and 
many improvements to the church and 
other buildings were made owing t6 
his energy and enthusiasm. With lay 
and student assistance two flourish- 
ing missions were added three years 
ago where formerly all church spirit 
had apparently been lost and now the 
c'strict is a thriving Christian centre 
of worship. In the wider field to 
which he has now been called we 
heve no doubt Rev. Mr, Gibson will 
maintain his high reputation as an 
earnest and successful Christian work.

Moose Hunting InN. B. 

It is claimed that New Brunswick 
has more big game to the square mile 
of its territory than any other pro- 
vince of Canada. At least one-third 
of the province is good hunting 
ground and most easily reached, from 
the fact that in New Brunswick as 4 
whole there are more ‘than sixteen 
hundred miles of railway, or a mile 
of railway for each nineteen miles of 
area. Moose are found in at least 
twelve of the fourteen counties, and 
both moose and earibou in all but 
two. Moose, caribou, or deer are 
found in every county, and somp- 
times all three are in one neighbor- 
hood, The best moose grounds are 
in the Counties of Restigouche, Glou- 
cester and Northumberland, or what 
is generally known as the North Shore 
of New Brunswick, being that portion 
of the province bordering on north- 
eastern seashore.

AN IMPROVEMENT IN CONDITION 
OF THE RED MAN 


Annual Report of the Department of 
Indian Affairs is this Year the 
Most Satisfactory Yet Issued—Only 
Province Showing a Decline is Brit. 
ish Columbia, Where Indians Re- 
sent Intrusions of White Men. 


Ottawa.—The report of the depart-| 


ment of Indian affairs for the fiscal 
year ending March 31. last is out. 
is the most satisfactory yet issued by 
the department, showing a mild win- 
ter and the development of settlement 
in the west have made toings much 
better for the aborigines. The only 
province which shows any moral de- 
cline, says the report, is British Co- 
lumbia, but this is due to the fact 
that it is the last of the Canadian 
west to feel the effects of white ‘‘civil- 
ization’”’ in the districts in which 
Indians are chiefly located. 

The entrance of railways with its 
accompanying influx of settlers into 
what the tribes have from time im- 
memorial regarded as their hunting 
grounds and fishing stations, has 
created more especially on the north- 
west coast and in the Naas and 
Scheent river districts, a ‘feeling of 
unrest, which has been fanned into 
strength by outside agitators actuated 
by motives somewhat difficult of com- 
prehension. 

The Indians claim that under the 
old proclamation and in other ways 
their rights to the country until sur- 
rendered by them are recognized and 
assured, which reduces the issue to 
one between them and the provincial 
government. The whole matter is be- 
ing gone into by the department. of 
justice and the department is »watch- 
ing the interests of the Indians in 
expectation of an early and peaceful 


solution of the difficulty. The In- 
dians are commencing to appreciate 
the advantages of attention to the 


white man’s modes of living and of 
agriculture, and the result is shown in 
increased prosperity and: comfort, The 
earning of the Indians in the year 
under review increased by over $83,- 
000. 

The report of the department of 


Indian affairs shows that there are | 


now in the Indian reserves of the 
country 110,597 Indians, as compared 
with 111,043 during the previous year, 
a net decrease of 446. There were 
2.499 Indian births during the year 
while there were but 2.102 deaths, 
leaving a net increase of 397 in the 
aboriginal population. While the re- 
ports from the various reserves still 
continue to tell of the ravages of alco- 
hol among the Indians, it is evident 
that the evil effects are less than they 
were and the prospects”of the red 
man are correspondingly bright. 


STORM ON BRITISH COAST 


Coasts Lined with Wreckage—Already 
150 Persons Reported to 
Have Perished 


London.—The Irish and English 
coasts are lined with wreckage, and 
grave fears are felt that the hurricane, 
which is hourly increasng in violence, 
will claim the largest death toll of re- 
cent gales, lready 150 persons are 
reported to haVe perished, 

any big vessels have either found- 
ered or been diiven  asaore, while 
numberless fishing smacks are miss- 
ing, and. are believed to have sunk. 
Corpses are being washed ashore at 
numerous places. Sixteen passengers 
and sailors are known to have perish- 
ed in the foundering of the steamer 
Heathfield, which went down in the 
North Sea, while twenty are believed 
to have died on the steamer Cramford, 
missing from Hartlepool and thought 
to have sunk. 

Many small groups of fishing boats 
are reported missing from ports along 
the coast, and it is almost certain they 
have perished, for even large steamers 
had great difficulty in remaining 
afloat in the high seas that are run- 
ning.

HAS EXCELLENT SANITARY LAWS} 


Easterners Surprised At Up-to-Date

Ottawa, Ont.—At the Dominion Pub- 
lic Health Conference, an interesting 
address was delivered by Dr, M. M. 
Seymour, commissioner of public 
health for Saskatchewan, on the up-to- 
date public health laws of that pro- 
vince, which are recognized as consti- 
tuting most progressive legislation on 
sewage disposal and wat rworks in 
the Dominion. 

The, effect of the Saskatchewan law 
is that no municipality can issue 
debentures or the construction of 
water or sewerage systems until that 
system has receved the approval of 
the public health commissioners, nor 
can a vote be taken by the ratepayers 
respecting the construction of such 


works. until the commissione:’s  ap- 
proval has been obtained.

The reason why the export trade has} 
fallen off during the last year or so, 
is because the home consumption has 
rapidly increased, namely at the coast 
and eastern points. Also the demand 
for butchers and feeding meets and 
live stock generally has increased to| 
such an extent of late years that if it 
were not for the largely increased 
bulk of live stock raised in Alberta, 
it would be exceedingly hard to make 
shipments to outside points. 

“The shipment of hogs is the only 
shipment of live stock from Alberta 
to outside points that is on the de-| 
crease. This is owing to the increased 
demand for pork and hams in the 
home province. The horses, cattle 
and sheep markets are quite in sym-| 
pathy with one another, though the} 


provincial demand for horses has in-} 
ereased of late years more than either 
sheep or cattle.”

We must keep before us in all these 
studies in Matthew that we are con- 
sidering Jesus as the King of the 
Jews. As such He was born, and as 
such He was crucified (ii, 2; xxvii, 
37). He is mentioned in chapter i, I, 
as “Son of David, son of Abraham,”’ 
and we need to remember the uncon- 
ditional promises to both, ‘all of which 
shall be fulfilled in due time. There 
are many who see in Jesus only a 
Saviour by whom they may reach 
heaven when they have to die, but 
such is not the revelation of Him in 
the Scriptures. He is the King of 
kings and Lord of lords, the prince of 
the king of the earth, before whom all 
kings shall fall down and whom all 
nations shall serve (I Tim. vi, 15; 
Rev. xvii, 14; xix, 16; i, 5; Ps. Ixxii, 
11). The kingdom, which is fo in- 
clude all nations, with Israel as a 
righteous nation at the centre, was 
plainly and fully revealed in the Old 
Testament and was preached by John 
and Jesus and the twelve and the sev- 
enty as at hand, That the Messiah of 
Israel should suffer before He should 
reign was also plainly stated and typi- 
fied in the lives of Joseph, Moses, 
David and others, but that a long 
period, an age, should intervene be- 
tween the sufferings and the glory 
wes not revealed in the Old Testa- 
ment. This is the mystery kept secret 
since the world began which was spe- 
cially revealed to Paul (Rom, xvi, 25 
26; Eph. iii, 1-11; Col. 1, 26, 27). 

When Peter, by the Spirit of God, 


|confessed Jesus as the Cini-t, the Son 


of God, then Jesus for the first time 
spoke of His church which He would 
build on that foundation truth. But 
Peter, not understanding the Scrip- 
tures nor the purpose of God, rebelled 
at the thought of Jesus’ sufferings. 
Then our Lord taught that all dis- 
ciples must be willing to suffer with 
Hii, but that there would surely be a 


jreward and that, though He and His 


followers were for a time to be con- 
tent to suffer, the kingdom would 
surely come us shadowed forth in the 
great event of the transfiguration. 
With such a kingdom before us, made 
sure to us by a risen and glorified 
Christ, and having been made partak- 
ers of it by His great suff*r’ngs for 
us, by which we have the forgiveness 
of sins, we should walk worthy of 
such a kingdom, freely forgiving every 
one and by fasting and prayer over- 
coming the devil. As He steadfastly 
set His face toward Jerusalem, know- 
ing all that awaited Him there, so we, 
His followers, must be sterdfast, un- 
movable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord (I_Cor. xv, 58). We 
must let His love constrain us to ac- 
cept any manner of service gladly, not 
for reward, but in real erstitude to 
Him, quite certain that the Judge of 
ell the earth will always do right. 
We should be inspired by the assur- 
ance that as truly as all the Serip- 
tures concerning His humiliation were 
literally fulfilled, even to His riding 
upon an ass’ colt, so literally will all 
that is written concerning His glory 
be fulfilled also. Therefore we should 
rely upon Him to keep these temples 
of our bedies wholly for Himself, 
cleansed by His word and Spirit, that 
He may bear through us the fruit He 
desires to His glory. 

All that we may have to bear for 
His sake from ungrateful, unreason- 
able and even cruel people should be 
accepted as the necessary pruning of 
the branches in order to the bearing of 
more and better fruit unto Him. The 
flesh is to be reckoned dead, and we 
are to live in the Spirit, walk in the 
Spirit and be led by the Spirit. and 
thus show forth His praises, Being 
made ready for His call either to be 
absent from the body or to be caught 
up in the body at His coming for His 
saints by His righteousness freely 
given to us, may the Spirit so fill us 
that our light may so shine before 
men that they may glorify our Rather.
